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Lincoln County 



Lincoln County, located in the northwest corner of Montana, is the state s 
tenth most populous county, with an estimated 18,885 residents as of July 1st, 2007. 
Libby, the county seat, is the state s 27th largest city, with a population estimated at 
2,886 in 2007. 1 Other cities and towns in Lincoln County include: Eureka, Fortine, 
Rexford, Trego, and Troy. 

Seventy-six percent of the land in Lincoln County belongs to the Kootenai National 
Forest. Of Lincoln County's privately owned land, Burlington Northern and Plum 
Creek Timber are the two major owners, possessing a combined 14%. The remaining 
private land is individually owned. 2 

Lincoln County's major industries include Tourism, Recreation, Mining, and Lumber 
& Wood products. In fact, Lincoln County is the largest producer of wood products in 
Montana and has the most commercial forest land in the state. 3
